From The Bracken Record 
May 31, 1876 
Augusta Items 

While Joe McKibben was 
taking his usual “drive” last 
Sunday evening, his horse 
became frightened near the 
comer of Second and Upper 
Streets, and turning suddenly 
down Second threw Joe from 
his buggy; he became entan¬ 
gled in the lines and his horse 
dragged him about a hundred 
yards, breaking his collarbone, 
and bmising him up generally. 
He was able to be up on Mon¬ 
day morning. 

Last Friday evening, 
James Overturf hitched his 
“two-horse rig” in front of J. 
W. Armstrong’s grocery. He 
had hardly turned his back 
upon the horses, when a pile 
of store boxes, just in front of 
them tumbled over, and fright¬ 
ened them; they broke their 
hitching strap and proceeded 
upon their journey without a 
driver. They turned the cor¬ 
ner at the Joe Doniphan House 
and ran up Front Street, to 
the Methodist Church, then 
up Bracken to Fourth, from 
Fourth to Franklin, then down 
Franklin to Wm. Teegarden’s 
stable, where they ran into 
the fence; no damage, except 
a new top is necessary for the

Tobacco research for 
vaccine treatments 

Several weeks ago, Ken¬ 
tucky received international 
attention when we learned 
that an Owensboro facility 
was the home of an experi¬ 
mental serum given to two 
Americans who had become 
infected with the Ebola virus 
in Africa. 

While more work is nec¬ 
essary to determine the treat¬ 
ment’s effectiveness, it none¬ 
theless speaks well of our 
state that we can play a lead¬ 
ing role in tackling what has 
been called the world’s worst 
outbreak of this disease. 

What makes this treat¬ 
ment unique is that it was pro¬ 
duced using a plant Kentucky 
knows well: tobacco. 

Because tobacco is rela¬ 
tively easy to manipulate 
genetically, it has proven to 
be an ideal incubator when 
it comes to producing large 
quantities of medicine. The 
Ebola treatment is just one of 
potentially many. 

For example, the two 
University of Louisville re¬ 
searchers who helped develop 
the world’s first 100 per¬ 
cent-effective cancer vaccine 
- which initially targeted cer¬ 
vical cancer - are now look¬ 
ing at tobacco to provide a 
less-expensive version of this 
medicine. 

Other research in this 
field focuses on helping to 
block the spread of the HIV 
virus and providing signifi¬ 
cant quantities of flu vaccine 
should another pandemic ar¬ 
rive. Eggs are the incubators 
now used to provide most of 
the flu shots we receive. 

The breakthroughs I men¬ 
tioned are of course not the 
first time Kentucky has made 
news medically. Louisville 
was home to pioneering work 
in artificial hearts in the 1980s 



and again in 2001, when sur¬ 
geons successfully implanted 
the world’s first that was self- 
contained. 

Another major milestone 
was reached two years earlier, 
when hand surgeons in that 
city completed the country’s 
first successful hand trans¬ 
plant. 

More recently, Ken¬ 
tucky’s researchers have been 
pushing boundaries in other 
areas as well. 

For instance, both the 
University of Kentucky and 
U of L are at the forefront in 
helping those paralyzed learn 
to walk again. One study 
publicized in April showed 
the potential benefits of an 
electronic device implanted in 
these patients, while another 
advancement featured an exo¬ 
skeleton that patients could 
control by thought. If you 
saw the opening of the World 
Cup, a representative from 
UK was there to help a patient 
give the ceremonial kick-off 
to that soccer competition. 

In other medical high¬ 
lights, UK recently celebrated 
the one-year anniversary of 
having its cancer center desig¬ 
nated by the National Cancer 
Institute, a prestigious honor 
that has helped increase the 
school’s research and treat¬ 
ment capabilities. 

UK is also home to one 
of the country’s 10 original 
Alzheimer’s Disease Centers, 
and its pharmacy school was 
ranked by U.S. News & World 
Report as one of the country’s 
top five in 2012. 

One of that school’s pro¬ 
fessors was recently recog¬ 
nized for his work in an area 
especially important to our 
state as it fights a steep rise in 
heroin abuse. He has designed 
a nasal spray that, assuming it 
receives FDA approval, can 


quickly administer the drug 
naloxone, a miracle drug that 
can reverse overdoses if given 
in time. 

It is worth noting that 
Kentucky has other promi¬ 
nent ties to medical research. 
Consider that we are the birth¬ 
place of not one but two sci¬ 
entists who received Nobel 
Prizes because of their work. 

The first, Thomas Hunt 
Morgan, was a Lexington 
native who also happened to 
be great grandson of Francis 
Scott Key, the author of the 
“Star Spangled Banner.” 

Morgan received his 
award in 1933 and is con¬ 
sidered one of the fathers of 
experimental genetics. Sixty 
years later, Phillip Sharp, who 
was born in Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty, followed suit by winning 
his prize in that same field of 
study. 

Kentucky may be a rela¬ 
tively small state, but as these 
examples show, we have had 
an out-sized influence when 
it comes to improving the 
world’s collective health. 
There’s every reason to be¬ 
lieve that this trend will con¬ 
tinue for years to come. 

With that in mind, I’d 
like to end by highlighting the 
wonderful medical commu¬ 
nity we have here. Day after 
day, they provide us with out¬ 
standing service that serves 
our citizens well. They have 
saved countless lives and 
helped many others, truly im¬ 
proving our quality of life.

Robustness is a measure of how 
much damage can be done to an organism and it will still 
function. Plants are robust because they can lose their 
leaves and the majority of their limbs and yet survive. 
Resiliency refers to the ability of an organism to adapt to 
changing circumstances. A tropical plant may be robust, 
but it won't survive in a harsh environment such as a desert. 
Human beings are hardy because we combine robustness 
with resiliency. We are robust insofar as we can survive 
without our teeth, could lose a few limbs, and some of 
our vital organs are paired, such as the kidneys and lungs, 
allowing us to survive with just one of them. Though not 
as robust as plants, we are more resilient, since we adapt 
well to change, as evidenced by our living in virtually 
every environment on the planet. Religion is one of the 
tools that help us to adapt. The Bible is full of advice on 
how to get along under trying circumstances. The early 
Israelites were enslaved in Egypt and then had to survive 
in the desert, and even once they were established as a 
nation, they were surrounded by hostile neighbors. This 
remains true for them today, and there is a lesson here 
on the value of resiliency and robustness. Increase your 
robustness by staying healthy and increase your resiliency 
by being adaptive. - Christopher Simon

#4 To the brave soldiers 
on both sides, The North and 
The South, in the Civil War, 
we salute you. 

#5 We retire this stripe 
in memory of those who 
shed their blood in the name 
of hope and freedom in The 
Great War, we salute you. 

#6 For our fathers and 
sons who died in the terrible 
battles of World War Two, 
Pearl Harbor, Midway, Iwo 
Jima, Guadalcanal, Norman¬ 
dy, and Berlin, we salute you. 

#7 To the men of the First 
Marine Division, who, in a 
rear guard action at the Cho- 
sin Reservoir in Korea saved 


their battalion and the lives of 
their brother Marines, we sa¬ 
lute you. 

#8 For the brave men and 
women of our armed forces 
who died on the fields of fire 
in Vietnam and whose names 
will live on forever on that 
hallowed wall, we salute you. 

#9 For our commander in 
chief, who leads our nation in 
good times, and bad, we sa¬ 
lute you. 

#10 To our families who 
we love and respect, we salute 
you. 

#11 To God, who we love 
and respect, we salute you. 

#12 To the men and wom¬ 
en of our armed forces, the 
Arsenal of Democracy and 
the Hammer of Freedom, we 
salute you.

Howdy Folks! As we 
were headed to the Recycling 
Center this morning, a Styro¬ 
foam cup flew out of the bed 
of the truck in front of us!

More than a 
648,000 children and teens 
depend on buses to get them 
safely to and from school ev¬ 
ery day. They also depend on 
us to know the law and drive 
safely around school buses. 
Here’s the Law 

• Stop for flashing red 
lights on a school bus, re¬ 
gardless of which direction 
you’re headed. 

• Continue your trip once 
the flashing lights stop and 
the bus starts to move. 

• Violations can lead to a 
$1,000 fine. 

Safety Tips for Motorists 

• Obey the posted speed 
limit. 

• Fines can be double in 
school zones. 

• Keep an eye on chil¬ 
dren gathered at bus stops. 

•Watch for children who 
might dart across the street to 
catch the bus. 

Safety Tips for Students 

Respect your school 
bus driver and follow these 
rules: 

• Stand far back when 
you are waiting for the bus. 

• Sit still so the driver 
can pay attention to the road. 

• Look both ways if you 


have to cross the street after 
getting off the bus, or wait 
for the driver to signal it’s 
safe to cross the street. 

Here’s the Law: Pedestrians 

• Yield to vehicles on 
the roadway if you cross the 
street at a place other than a 
marked crosswalk or pedes¬ 
trian tunnel or crossing. If 
you’re hit while jaywalking, 
the driver may not be liable, 
and his or her auto insurance 
may not cover your injuries. 

• Stay on sidewalks and 
the right-hand side of cross¬ 
walks. Drivers are supposed 
to yield the right of way to 
pedestrians in crosswalks. 

• If the road has no side¬ 
walk, walk on the left side of 
the road facing traffic. 
Pedestrian Tips 

• Always cross at inter¬ 
sections. Look left, then 
right, then left again before 
proceeding. 

• Look for traffic when 
stepping off a bus or from 
behind parked cars. 

• As a passenger, get in 
or out of a car on the curb 
side of the street. 

• Make eye contact with 
drivers before you cross the 
street.

Augusta Cross Country 
Kicking Off New Season 


In the fourth year since 
the program’s return, Augus¬ 
ta’s Cross Country team has 
been hard at work well before 
the school year even began. 
The team is coming off the 
heels of being represented by 
a runner in the State Cham¬ 
pionship Meet for the second 
consecutive year last season. 

The high school team 
has similar numbers to last 
year with six runners, all 
male. Nick Zeidler, Augus¬ 
ta’s only senior this season, 
is returning for his second 
year. Zeidler’s best time last 
season came in the final meet 
of the year at the Region 5 
“A” Championship where he 
ran a 22:01. “We need Nick 
to at least run around 20:00,” 
Coach Tim Litteral stated. 
“I don’t know exactly what 
type of expectations Nick 
has in his mind, but I know 
he wants to improve on last 
season.” Camryn Snapp, the 
team’s lone junior, has ran in 
the State Championship the 
last two seasons. He placed 
fourth in the Regional Cham¬ 
pionship and is a contender 
to win the Region 5 Class 
“A” Championship this sea¬ 
son. Last year, he placed 32 nd 
in the State Championship 
Meet, running an 18:12. His 
best time of the season came 
in at 17:42. “Camryn is a hard 
worker and expects everyone 
else to put in the same effort 
as he does, which is what 
makes him a good leader,” 
Litteral said. “By the end of 
the season last year, he was 
consistently running under 
18:20. He already seems to 
be ahead of where he started 
last year, and we’re hopeful 
he can consistently run in the 
17:00s this year.” 

After the two upper¬ 
classmen discussed above, 
the team has four freshmen. 
David Reed has been with 
the team for three years. He 
ran several meets as a varsity 
runner his eighth grade year 
and competed in the Region¬ 
al Meet, where he ran a 5K 
in 21:58. This season will 
be Rhys Todd’s first with the 
Panthers, as he transferred 
from St. Pat to Augusta last 
season. “We need Rhys and 
David to both be sub 20:00 
in order for us to be success¬ 
ful as a team,” Litteral said. 
“I’ve been encouraged with 
what I’ve seen from Rhys in 
practice and I really feel Da¬ 
vid has the potential to be a 


big help to us.” Two other 
freshmen, Jon Barrett, who 
was not on the team last year, 
and Adam Sallee, are both 
having to overcome injury. 
“Jon started out dealing with 
a foot injury, but with the 
doctor’s approval, worked 
through that and continued 
to practice,” Litteral said. 
“Adam has been told to sit- 
out a week and rest his foot, 
but hopefully we will have 
him to start the season. Be¬ 
cause we only have six run¬ 
ners to start with, and it takes 
five runners to constitute a 
team, they’re both very im¬ 
portant to us.” 

What has taken a hit is 
the middle school program. 
After having approximately 
twelve runners last year, sev¬ 
enth grader Seth Fouts is the 
only middle school runner 
for Augusta this season. “I 
hate that Seth is always go¬ 
ing to have to run as an in¬ 
dividual, but if he puts his 
mind to it, I feel like he can 
have a successful season. We 
had four eighth graders last 
year who have moved onto 
high school, a few decided 
not to come back out for us, 
and three or four moved out 
of the district,” Coach Lit¬ 
teral explained. “Once again 
though, we’ve had more than 
15 students in grades 3-5 
come out for our elementary 
program, so we hope this will 
help build the program for 
the future by exposing them 
to the sport and acclimating 
them to running early on.” 

According to Coach 
Litteral, one of the team’s 
primary goals is to qualify 
for the State Championship 
as a team, something the 
program has yet to do in the 
three prior years. “If we can 
stay healthy, I feel like that is 
a goal within reach as long 
as they’re willing to put in 
the work to achieve it,” Lit¬ 
teral said. Augusta’s middle 
school and high school teams 
will open the season on Au¬ 
gust 25 at the Opening Day 
Invitational in Pendleton 
County, followed by the Ryle 
Invitational in Union, KY, on 
August 30.

The first reading of Ordinance Number 14-003— An ordinance enabling law 
enforcement to cite or charge persons trespassing on or damaging the property set aside by 
Bracken County and The Industrial Authority for use as Public Trails was passed by vote 
of the Bracken County Fiscal Court on July 9th, 2014. 

After the first reading the Ordinance was published in the Bracken County News — July 
24,2014. The Public Hearing and Second Reading of the Ordinance was had on August 13, 
2014. The Ordinance passed by unanimous vote if the Fiscal Court. The Ordinance will be 
in effect upon this publication in the Bracken County News. 

The Addendums referred to in the Ordinance may be viewed at the office of The 
Bracken County Judge Executive during regular office hours. 

Full Text of Ordinance is as follows: 

ORDINANCE OF THE FISCAL COURT OF 
BRACKEN COUNTY 
ORDINANCE NUMBER: 14-003 

An ordinance enabling law enforcement to cite or charge persons trespassing on or 
damaging the property set aside by Bracken County and The Industrial Authority for use 
as a Public Trail. 

WHEREAS, the Bracken County Fiscal Court is authorized as the Legislative Body 
of Bracken County to implement certain Ordinances imposing criminal sanctions for acts 
deemed in violation of the public good; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court has 
determined that the property described in the attached “Addendum A” and “Addendum B” 
shall be used as a public multi-use non motorized recreational Public Trail; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court have been 
required to enter into “Deed Restrictions” relating to the property described in the attached 
“Addendum A” and “Addendum B“; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court wish to 
comply with the “Deed Restrictions”, to keep the Trail reasonable safe for Public Use and 
to protect the Trail from deterioration and damage; and 

WHEREAS, the Bracken Fiscal Court has determined that in order to protect and 
safeguard the property and to protect the health, safety and welfare of its citizens the within 
Ordinance is required. 

NOW THEREFORE, be it ordained by the Fiscal Court of the County of Bracken, 
Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

SECTION ONE 

The Real Estate described in the Attached “Addendum A” and shown in the attached 
“Addendum B” shall be set aside for use as a public multi-use non motorized recreational 
Public Trail. Trails shall be instructed on this land in conformity with plans established for 
that particular purpose. The property covered by this Ordinance shall consist of not only 
the Trails themselves but also all property described in the attached “Addendum A” and 
“Addendum B“. 

SECTION TWO 

It shall be unlawful for any person to enter upon any portion of the real estate described 
in the attached “Addendum A” on any type of motorized vehicle or structure unless said 
person is authorized by The Bracken Fiscal Court in it's minutes, Bracken Judge- Executive 
in writing or with approval of The Industrial Authority at a regular or special meeting and 
said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. Also exempt from this provision would 
be any and all law enforcement officials while acting in their official capacity and any 
emergency medical personnel acting in their official capacity. 

SECTION THREE 

It shall be unlawful for any person to enter upon any portion of the real estate described 
in the attached “Addendum A” at any time that the Trails are closed to public use unless said 
person is authorized by The Bracken Fiscal Court in it's minutes, Bracken Judge- Executive 
in writing or with approval of The Industrial Authority at a regular or special meeting and 
said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. Also exempt from this provision would 
be any and all law enforcement officials while acting in their official capacity and any 
emergency medical personnel acting in their official capacity. 

SECTION FOUR 

In addition to or in lieu of any other legal prohibition, it shall be unlawful for any 
person to damage the ground itself, any plants or trees and/or any structures upon the 
property described in the attached “Addendum A” (plat in “Addendum B”) unless such 
acts are authorized by The Bracken Fiscal Court in its minutes, Bracken Judge- Executive 
in writing or with approval of The Industrial Authority at a regular or special meeting and 
said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. Also exempt from this provision would 
be any and all law enforcement officials while acting in their official capacity and any 
emergency medical personnel acting in their official capacity, if such acts were necessary 
under the circumstances. 

SECTION FIVE 

The property described in the attached ’’Addendum A” (plat in “Addendum B’) shall 
be posted in an effort to give Notice of the area covered by this Ordinance, however, all 
persons are placed on Notice that the land around the property described in “Addendum 
A” is either privately owned or owned by The Industrial Authority and may also constitute 
trespass. 

SECTION SIX 

Any person violating Section Three, Section Four or Section Five of this ordinance, 
may be issued a citation by the Bracken County Sheriff or any other law enforcement officer. 
Upon conviction, a fine of not less than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars nor more than one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars shall be assessed for each occurrence. Upon a second offense by 
any person of any violation and conviction of Section Three, Section Four or Section Five 
there shall be imposed a fine of not less than one hundred ($100.00) dollars nor more than 
two hundred and fifty ($250.00) dollars for each occurrence. Upon a third or subsequent 
offense by any person of any violation and conviction of Section Three, Section Four or 
Section Five there shall be imposed a fine of not less than of two hundred and fifty dollars 
($250.00) dollars nor more than one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars for each occurrence and 
any motorized vehicle in possession of said violator shall be forfeited to Bracken County 
or the State of Kentucky as the Court shall determine. 

In addition to all costs and fines imposed, any person causing any damage upon the 
real estate described in “Addendum A” (“Addendum B” Plat) shall make full restitution for 
any and all damages. 

SECTION SEVEN 

Definition of Law Enforcement Official. This term shall have its ordinary meaning 
in this Ordinance, but shall also include “Animal Control Officer”, “Official of Fish and 
Wildlife”, and any Enforcement Officer hired by Bracken County to enforce this and other 
Ordinances. 

SECTION EIGHT 

Should any section or provision of this ordinance be declared invalid by a court of 
competent jurisdiction for any reason, such declaration shall not invalidate, or adversely 
affect, the remainder of this ordinance. 

SECTION NINE 

This Ordinance shall be full force and effect from and after its passage, publication and 
recording, according to law. 

INTRODUCED, given first reading and Ordered published this 9th day of July, 
2014. Published for Hearing and Second Reading on July 24, 2014. 

Given second reading, and passed by the Bracken County Fiscal Court and Ordered 
recorded this 13th day of August, 2014. This Ordinance becomes effective upon publication 
in the Bracken County News on the 21st day of August, 2014.
